“After we played 
the National Anthem, teachers came up to 
me and said that there wasn’t a dry eye in 
the school,” said Mrs. Ballard. 

For the rest of the day during breaks 
between classes, students could hear singles 
such as “Proud To Be an American” and 
“God Bless America,” over the intercom. 

Also on Friday, several students rode 
around the parking lot and waved American 
flags and held up “I Love New York” shirts. 

“Tt’s awesome how the entire student body 
came together to show our patriotic side,” 
said Lauren Jones.

Fantasy games are excellent examples of 
people’s wildest imaginations. These games 
range from videos to cards to tabletop role 
playing and involve such beasts as demons, 
elves and goblins. Some people play them 
without even realizing the games involve 
fantasy. Among the most “notorious” of these 
games around the school is Dungeons and 
Dragons (D&D). 

D&D is a tabletop game that takes a 
dungeon master (narrator of a sort) and 
about four to eight people playing characters 
they created. This game usually begins with 
the group meeting in an imaginary town and 
then exploring areas where they have to use 
their intelligence to keep their characters 
alive. It’s among the most popular fantasy 
games because of its amazing ability to make 
people use their imagination as well as for 
its “no-limits” rules. Video games handicap 
players to use only the program commands, 
while D&D allows them to do anything they 
wish.

of years. Its complexities and demands ona 
player’s intelligence help make it one of 
today’s most popular games. “It combines 
intelligence, imagination and the need to 
make strategy-related decisions in an 
instant,” said Michael Lee. Added Tyler 
Cox, “It’s not easy to play, but it’s totally 
different from every other game I’ve seen. 
Combining fantasy and intelligence, it 
definitely has its challenges.” 

Students also favor video games, with 
Diablo II among today’s most popular choices. 
Players may control a variety of characters, 
choosing from the likes of barbarians, 
sorcerers, druids and assassins. They can 
play against the computer or challenge 
players from other continents via the 
Internet. Various levels of play along with 
the different types of characters combine to 
make this game extremely interesting. 

Fantasy games form the basis for many 
video games students play today, just as they 
served as the source for many bedtime stories 
when children were younger. Many students 
have read the popular Harry Potter or The 
Lord of the Rings books or have watched 
the recent blockbuster movies adapted from 
those novels. Popular card games based on 
those best sellers have also emerged.

Without fantasy, a 
part of everyone’s mind would be missing or 
inactive, that little piece of imagination that 
enables people to dream dreams and enjoy 
so much in life.

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New driving laws went into 
effect last July 1. These laws 
impacted all students, especially 
sophomores and juniors who 
recently gained their drivers’ 
licenses. 

One of these laws stated that 
drivers 16 years of age may have 
only one other non-family 
member passenger under the 
age of 18; in 
addition, drivers 
17 years of age may have only three non- 
family member passengers under the age 
of 18 in their car at any given time. 

The other significant change was a law 
that stated that if you applied to get your 
learner’s permit after July 1, 2001, that 
you would have to be 15 years and six 
months old before you could receive it. To 
obtain a driver’s license, you would have 
to be 16 years and three months old.
